CHICAGO WOMEN'S VICTORY 


Tltey Slake Important Dlneov«rl«* 


About Child tiubvr Condition*. 
Three'children under legal working 


age in Chicago and live In the* rest of 
the state whose wages were- actually 
necessary to unable their families to 
live is the result of the Investigation 
recently conducted by tjie women's 
clubs in conjunction with the authori- 
ties of that city. 


In all the work of the Consumers' 


league and other agencies for the sup- 
pression of child labor the constant 
cry o£ the opposition has bueu the wid- 
owed mothers and deserted families 
that would suli'w for want of the wages 
of the children. It has been cliilicult 
hitherto to combat^tlK-se statements 
because no btalistics 6»'lhe subject ex- 
isted. But the claim of the friends of 
the children that vast numbers of chil- 
dren were being deprived of their edu- 
cation because of a very few whose 
work was necessary to their families 
has received signal continuation in this 
investigation. 


After the last biennial of the Genter- 


al Federation of Women's Clubs, when 
Miss June Adda ins was- appointed 
chairman of the committee on child 
labor, she presented to clubwomen over 
the country a plan for the relief of 
such children. The plan was that when 
children under legal age were found 
working 
a 
thorough 
investigation 


should be made. If it were for.nd that 
a mother or a family of young children 
was actually dependent on the wages 
of this child, then the club should pay 
the weekly earnings of the child in 
the form of a "scholarship" and sec 
that the child was kept in school until 
the age when it could legally get its 
"working papers." 


Then cams the campaign of last win- 


ter in Illinois to secure the better pro- 
tection of v/orking children. It was 
conducted by Miss Addatns. by Mrs. 
Harriet Vnndervoort. president of the 
Illinois Federation of Women's Clubs, 
and by Dr. Cornelia De Vey. a physi- 
cian whose practice took her much 
among the children of this class. It re- 
sulted in a glorious victory- Public 
opinion was more thoroughly aroused 
than over ary 
lu,w passed for years, 


and the measure passed the senate 
unanimously. The law was that no 
child under sixteen could work more 
than eight hours in one day or after 7 
in the evening and that no child under 
fourteen could Iv employed at a!!. 


As a result there was a drastic clear- 


ing of children out of the stock yards 
and factories %f Chicago. Thousands 
upon thousands wore discharged, for 
public opinion demanded the eufprce- 
•incnt of the law. Then went up a cry 
of hardship from hundreds of these 
families. The clubwomen and the pub- 
lic authorities co-operated in investigat- 
ing these cases. The women entered

About Child Jjiibor Condition*. 
Three "children under legal working 


age lu Chicago and live In tin.' rest of 
the state whose wnges were iictnully 
necessary to enable their families to 
live is the result of the investigation 
recently conducted by t|ie women's 
clubs in conjunction witb the authori- 
ties of that city. 


In all the work of the Consumers' 


league and other agendps for the sup- 
pression of child labor tlio constant 
cry of the opposition has been the wid- 
owed mothers and deserted families 
that would suffer for want of the wages 
of the children. 
It h:is been dillicult 


hitherto to combat those statements 
because no stulistics on the subject ex- 
isted. But the claim of the friends of 
the children that vast numbers of chil- 
dren were being deprived of their edu- 
cation because of a very few whose 
work was necessary to their families 
has received signal continuation in this 
investigation. 


After the last biennial of the Gener- 


al Federation of Women's Clubs, when 
Miss .lane Addains was 
appointed 


chairman of the committee on child 
labor, she presented to clubwomen over 
the country a plan for the relief of 
such children. The plan was that when 
children under legal age were foiind 
working 
a 
thorough 
investigation 


should be made. If it wore found that 
a mother or a family of young children 
was actually dependent on the -wages 
of this child, then the club should pay 
the weekly earnings of the child in 
the form of a "scholarship" and see 
that the child was kept in school until 
the age when it could legally get its 
"working papers.'' 


Then came the campaign of last win- 
er in Illinois to secure the better pro- 
tection of 7,-orkiug children. It was 
conducted by Miss Addams. by Mrs. 
Harriet Vandervoort. president of the 
llinois Federation of Women's Clubs, 
and by Dr. Cornelia De Vey, a physi- 
cian whose practice took her much 
among the children of this class. It re- 
sulted in a glorious victory- Public 
opinion was more thoroughly aroused 
:han over any hvw passed for years, 
and the measure passed the senate 
unanimously. The law was that no 
child under sixteen could work more 
:hun eight hours in one day or after 7 
n the evening and that no child under 
fourteen could be employed at all. 


As a result there was a drastic clear- 


ing of children out of the stock yards 
and factories {>f Chicago. Thousands 
upon thousands wore discharged, for 
public opinion demanded the enforce- 
ment of the law. Then went up a cry 
of hardship from hundreds of these 
families. The clubwomen and the pub- 
lic authorities co-operated in investigat- 
ing these cases. The women entered 
upon, the investigation with somewhat 
sinking hearts, for among so many 
hundreds they expected to find at least 
many scores of cases in which the 
wages of the workin^'cbild Tyere ueces- 
sary. To their - own surprise as -much 
as that of the general public only three 
families in Chicago and five in the re- 
mainder of the state were found in 
which the wages of the child were ac- 
tually necessary to permit the family 
to live. In every other case it was 
found that there was either a fathei 
who could be made to support the fain 
ily or older children oil whose wages 
the family could manage to live or rela 
tives who when approached by the au 
thoritios were willing to assist the fam 
ily until the child -was of legal earning 
age. 


For these eight children, then, the 


clubwomen of Illinois will supply 
scholarships equal to the wages they 
lost by the new law. In the case of the 
three Chicago children this was §4 a 
week for two of them and $2.50 a weel 
for the third. For this pitiful sum soci 
ety was permitting these children to 
grow Tip -without a common school edu 
cation. The clubs of Chicago,will pay 
these sums weekly until the" children 
are fourteen years old.'

New York, Dec. 34—Wm J. Bryan 


sends the following dispatch to the 
lournal from London: 


Londor, Dec. 14—An American feels 


at home in England just now, for ho 
constantly reads 
in the newspapers 


and hears on the streets the tariff ar- 
guments so familiar 
in the United 


States. 


I can almost imagine myself in tho 


midst of a presidential campaign witn 
import duties as the only issue. 


Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, lately sec- 


retary for the colonies, left the cabi- 
net some three months ago in order to 
present to the country the tariff policy 
which he believes to be necessary. • 


I heard Mr. Chamberlain's speech at 


Cardiff, the chief city of Wales. 
It 


was an audiencp largely made up of 
wage earners, and his appeals were 
adroit and elicited an enthusiastic re 
sponsc. 


He dwelt at length on the tin indus- 


try, figured the growth of the industry 
from 18S2 to 1892 and 
showed that 


during the next decade the tin industry 
had suffered by the establishment of 
tin plate mills in the United States. 


In discussing retaliation he seemed 


to assume what the protectionists have 
often declared, namely, that the for- 
eigner pays the tax; and his argument 
was that England ought to tax the 
goods coming in from other countries, 
if other countries taxed goods import- 
ed from England. 


I have attended a number of meet- 


ings of the opposition. The last was 
that at which Lord Roseberry made 
his reply to Mr. Chamberlain. 


I will not attempt to predict the out- 


come of this fierce controversy. 


I have missed ray guess on a similar 


controversy in the United" States and 
I shall not venture a prophecy in a for- 
eign land. 


Mr. Chamberlain's opponents believe 


that a return to protection would be 
taken as a renunciation of England's 
ambition to be "mistress of the seas," 
and that, it would presage commercial 
isolation. 


It is a battle of giants over a great 


question, and all the world is interest 
ed in the result.

they were to be eaten. 


Uut the world moves, and today, 


though pastry may be prepared the day 
beforehand, pies, in the usual accepta- 
tion of the term, are not "put together" 
until the day in which they are to be 
served. 


Having declared her convictions In 


the foregoing words ia the Boston 
Cooking School Magazine, snch good 
authority as Janet M. Hill has given, 
among other interesting and practical 
items, the following instructions for 
making puff paste: 


Wash thoroughly a mixing bowl, the 


hands or a wooden spatula, first in hot, 
then in cold, water. Fill the bowl with 
cold water or let it stand with tbe wa- 
ter from the faucet falling into it and 
•work in the water half a pound, or one 
cup, 
of butter until it becomes smooth 


and pliable. Then pat until it is abso- 
lutely free from water and shape into 
a flat, square cake. If the room is cool 
do not chill the butter on ice, siuee its 
use is to be avoided if possible. 


Sift together half a pound, or two 


cups, of flour and one-fourth of a tea- 
spoonful of salt. Reserving two spoon-

fuls in the dredger for dusting tbe 
board, mix the flour to a stiff dough, 
using just as little water as possible; 
then toss on to the board and knead 
•until smooth snd elastic, cover and let 
stand from three to five minutes, then 
pat and roll out into a rectangular 
shape. Put the piece of butter on the 
center of the lower half of the paste 
and fold the other half over it. letting 
the edge A fall on B. Press the edges 
together tightly on the open side and 
ends to keep in the air. The second 
diagram now represents the paste. 
Fold the end marked 1 under and the 
end marked 2 over the paste inclosing 
the butter and press the edges together 
tightlv. 
Cover and let stand from 


three to five minutes. Turn the paste 
half way around, pat gently with the 
pin and roll out into a long strip (third 
diagram), peeping the butter inclosed 
in the paste and the ends and sides 
even, as herein in large measure lies 
the success of the undertaking. Fold 
the end marked 1 over 3 and 2 over 1, 
making three even layers with straight 
edges; press the edges together and 
turn the paste half way around, so as 
to roll in the opposite direction. Ite- 
pcat tbe folding, turning and rolling un- 
til the paste has been given six tarns: 
Cut out as desired, chill thoroughly on 
ice and bake on the lower floor of the 
oven. 


This gives a pastry in -which the lay- 


ers are very distinct. 
If twp table- 


spoonfuls of butter be worked into the 
flour before the water is added a ten- 
der crust will result, but tbe layers \rill 
not be so distinct. 


~Srtt Salad. 


For a nut salad use equal quantities 


of crisp celery cut in inch pieces and 
eitlier blanched almonds or English 
walnuts. Serve on lettuce with a large 
spoonful of dressing made as follows: 
To the yolks of two eggs beaten very 
light add half a teaspoonful each of 
mustard and sail and beat again. Add 
slowly, continuing to beat, four table- 
spoonfuls of melted butter and six ta- 
blespoonfuls of vinccar. Cook in a 
dc.uble kettle until it thickens and is 
creamy. Before using, and when per- 
fectly cold, add one cupful of whipped 
cream.

A SPANISH PIRATE 


ICopyrleht. 1903, by 0. H. Lewis.] 


One afternoon in the year lS05,\as 


:Lc Jane .Snow of Nen'buryport. bound 
'or the West Indies, had sighted I'orto 
llleo, a pintle brig appi-uivd to wind- 
ward. Shu had been so often described 
that there was no mistaking her. Sin- 
was H Spanish craft familiarly known 
as the Black Devil., 


Joslali Marsh was skipper of the 


Snow, and his crew numbered twelve 
men. 
As lie had no guns aboard and 


as the craft was a slow sailer he order- 
ed out the longboat, and everybody got 
into her, and the Snow was abandoned. 
The pirates chased the longboat for a 
couple of hours, but as the wind was 
light they could not coine up with her. 


Then they returned to pick up the 


Snow. She was loaded with staves 
and lumber, and there was little or 
nothing aboard of her Hie fellows could 
make use of. They dared not set fire 
to her, and the holes bored in her bot- 
tom only waterlogged her. A cat and 
a parrot were left aboard, and in re- 
venge the pirates tortured the cat to 
death and hung the parrot to one of the 
beams of the cabin. 


As the longboat, with Josiah Marsh 


and his crew aboard, ran down through 
the Mona passage they met the British 
frigate Courier, and gave her the news. 
They bad left the pirate craft forty 
miles behind them, but the Englishman 
was prompt to go in search. The Amer- 
icans asked that they might be taken 
aboard and serve until tho Black Devil 
was destroyed, and their request was 
complied with. 


In a spirit of bravado the pirate cap- 


tain had entered her capture on the log 
and had added that he should cruise, 
for a week between Porto Rico and 
Barbados. Accident had changed his 
plans, however. As bis craft lay along- 
side the Snow their rigging became en- 
taugled, and the Black Devil had her 
fore topmast sprung. She came to an- 
chor under the lee of one of the Virgin 
islands to repair damages and had just 
got all autanto when the Courier hove 
in sight. 


The Englishman knew that he must 


disguise his ship if he wished to get 
near the Spaniard. As he took up the 
pursuit he began to overhaul his top 
hamper,, and after a few hours tlie 
smart frigate looked as slovenly as any 
merchantman afloat. The pirate let 
herself be overhauled to within a mile 
before she flew the black flag, and as 
the emblem floated'to the masthead she 
fired the first gun. She mounted twelve 
guns and had a crew of 118 meii. The 
frigate mounted -twenty-four guns and 
a crew of HO. . \ 


It was not manyr'minutes before the 


pirate found that he had been tricked. 
He would then Jiave got away, but the 
breeze fell, and he was under the guns 
of the Courier. The only thing -to the 
credit of the Black Devil was the fight 
she made against superior force. Cap- 
ture meant the halter, and for four 
long hours the pirates stood up to their 
work. 
At the end of that time they 


had lost eighty men, half their guns 
were dismounted, and tbe brig had 
been bulled so often that there was 
five feet of water in her hold. She was 
still fighting when the frigate ran her 
aboard and poured fifty men on her 
decks. In ten minutes they had pos- 
session. 


Little of value was found aboard the 


brig, as she had just returned to her 
cruising ground, but many of the ar- 
ticles removed are to be found in the 
British museum today. She was regu- 
larly fitted out with a stock of imple- 
ments of torture. Between decks there 
was-a large caldron set in brickwork 
a iiu close by a stock of seven barrels 
of oil. She had thumbscrews by the 
dozen, spiked boots, the racks and 
benches used in the inquisition, and in- 
deed nothing was lacking in the tor-, 
ture line. . 


Only twenty-eight men of the pirate's 


crew lived to be taken 
prisoners. 


Among them was her fourth or fifth 
captain, whose name was Alrarez. He 
was a man of thirty, and a greater 
fiend never lived. 
He was the last 


man to give in and was so severely 
wounded that for some days it was a 
question whether he would live or die. 


The brig was so badly knocked about 


that she foundered, and tbe frigate 
landed the pirates in Jamaica for trial- 
They were a swaggering, boasting., de- 
fiant lot. Not one of them would turn 
king's evidence, nor did any fear death, 


lii cold blood, and knowing they 


•would be used against them, the cap- 
tain, mate and several of the crew 
made statements which held thorn up 
as veritable devils. The captain had 
only engaged in two captures, and both 
vessels were English. One bad a crew 
of fifteen and the oil1"' «f e'.shteen 
men.
